If it is to be 
peace, the sjjeecli urged every boiior- 
able effort to secure? an honorable peace. 
If it is to be war, tin' speech dw(-lt 
upon the necessity of inuintaiiiing 
Rritisli honor. So it happens tonight 
that iiere, in the very center of old 
world news, no more can, with any de- 
gresH of certainty, be said than that tlio 
Anglo-Russian situation is uncertain. 

The London newsjiajiers, which often- 
ost speak by iMinisterial inspiration, 
liavB begun to disparage Sir Peter Luius- 
den, chief of the British Afghan 
Boundary ConiiulRsion. It was Sir Pet- 
er's word which Gladstone took upon 
which to base the charge that ILussia 
'ibad violated faith with England by oc- 
.cupying Pul-i-Kliisti. Sir Peter also 
■iurnislied the report that the (,'zar's 
itroops had advanceil' on .Mei-uchok. 
Roth these reported actions constituted 
jjowerful elements to the^ war fever 
among Englishmen. To day it is ad- 
mitted that Sir Peter was mistaken. It 
18 even hinted that he was "purposely 
mistaken." Some friends of tiin Oov- 
; ernnient say that Sir I'l^ter liinl to his 
superior, and that he lied with a pur- 
pose. The report published to day to 
the effect thai. Husaia had accepted 
England's proposal to have tlie question 
as to wliether Russia by lighting tliR 
battle of the 30th of Mardi violated the 
agreement of tin; 17t!i of ilarcli, sub- 
mitted to arbitration is true. Thi^ an- 
jiiouncement is also made that ;i confer- 
ence between Sir Edward Thornton, 
. j^ritish Ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
and DeGiors, Russian jMinister of 
Foreign A (lairs, is arranged for Monday 
next. The chief result of this interview 
is ekpected to bo the announcfsment of 
the first positive intimation of what 
the Russian line of diplomatic action is 
to be. Although there exists in both 
. firitish and Russian ministerial circles, 
a-belief that the conference will lead to 
,an amicable agreement, still in neither 
circle is the exjiectation entertained 
that the agreement, whatever it may 
bo, will embody any absolute accept- 
ance of tho'English propositions, which 
have been made concerning the Afghan, 
dispute. It is 'thought that the resnil 
will be more British concessions and 
further Russian advances. 

While corre8|i.on(l(!nce con- 
tinues between and St. Petersburg 
there is no cessation og preparations for 
active warfare on either side. All this 
pointa to ati iiltimale rupture. DeOiers 
has' already suggested to Thornton that 
during the discu.ssion of the ob.servance 
of the agreement of the 17lh of .March, 
the work of deliiuinating the disputed 
Afghan frontier proceed. It is said that 
the Russian Minister has proposed 
that during the work of delimination 
the Russian troops shall be withdrawn 
from Penjdeh. It is added that in this 
proposal DeGiera asks, on the part of 
Russia, that in case of doubtj among 
the Oomniissioners as to the right 
boundary, the Lessar line shall hf ac- 
cepted as the correct one, and that he 
iniaists tbat the Commission shall be 
toAfinfediin its work to purely topo- 
graphical consideration. These would 
certainly favor Russia. On the part of 
England, DcGiors asks that pending 
the decision of the bomnlary commission 
the Afghans retire from their occupa- 
tion of Znlficar Pasa It is also reported 
-that DeGiers asks that during the 
work of delimination no liidinn ad 
vance be jierniitted beyond yetta. Thf? 
First Army Corps of India, undei- tlu< 
Duke of Connanght, has ))re|)areu to 
begin its march toward Pisliin next 
week. 

In the diplomatic contest for allies it 
would appear that England is making 
better progress than Russia. Resides 
permission to pass her sliips throi^gh 
(be Dardanelles, she has secured an un- 



derstanding which has insured lier the 
friendly neutrality of Persia in the 
event of an Amzlo- Russian war. The 
Shah, it is said, has already forbidden 
the Russians from conveying warlike 
material across Pcriiian territory, even 
near Askubad. Tho British Agent at 
Teheran reports that England can se- 
cure any friendly alliance she desires 
with tho Shah for a Hritish guarantee 
of tho integrity of Persian territory 
and a money grant. Whether the Sbah 
would be able to prevent Russia from 
violating the terms of tho alliance, is, 
howHver, another question. The entente 
cordiale c ncluded betweim Austria anil 
Cueeca seems to be directed against tho 
growth of.

Are the nitopayer.s luvare that 
even this Bimple plan of drain ii^e cannot 
bo'Hiiceessfully carried out with the exist- 
ing water uiile.sa at least two tbiida of the 
coMBumer! are deprived of their present 
Bcuiity aupply of water? On tlio higher 
levels iiid aeroaa .laniea Ray the sup])ly is 
always short. the lower lovols the 

quantity served i.s inadei|uate for tlio irri- 
gation of (rardena or the suceeaafnl proae- 
ci'tion of numufaotures. In case ot a fire 
and an accident to the uiafns occurring 
.simultaneously the city would bo at the 
mercy of the dovourin^ element and 
liable to bo laid in ashes in a few hours. 
Our estoenied niornini; contemporary, who 
ia generally found in oi)position to every 
aeiisible aoheme for city improvunient, 
simply because the fears that his China- 
town property will bo taxed in proportion 
to property in other cpiarters of tho city, 
suggests tho aubstitutioti of lart-or mains. 

• -The abaurdity and impolicy of this suy 
geation will be understood when it ia 
stated that larger mains would necessitate 
the rebuilding uf the wiiternrorka and

Our ealeuuiod contomponiry 
also suyirest.'; i-iM'i'j /ii in (jlaces of hydranta 
for lire purposes. 'J'hia ia a pnipuaitinn 
for u retrograde movement quite in keep- 
ini; with the reputation uf our e. c. for 
"triteness." No one who has observed 
the working of the two syatoma will bo 
diapuaed to discard hydrants and return 
to cisterns. Our contemporary further 
advances a plea for the "poor man" who, 
he affects to think, will have hia ta.\os in- 
creased by tho pasBugo of tho bylaw. As 
a matter of ftict the "poor man" will not 
be reached at all by this achenio; tior, for 
tho matter of that, the rich nian cither. 
The mayor's letter sliow.s that, thcro will 
be no additional ta.xaiion and that the in- 
creased and iniin'oyeii water supply will 
more than meet the interest and siiikmt; 
fund required by iho new loan. Tho good 
health and protection of the city are the 
first considerations with the mayor and 
council. Candor compels us to say that 
nearly all the cases of illness of recent 
occurrence have come from bad drain- 
age — or rather, no driiiuaye at all — and 
that tho fire at tho Tercninus H 'tel 
has proven how fitful and uncertain the 
water supply really is. A good syaieiu of 
drainnije and purer water and uioro of it 
are recpiin-d to make Victoria the he.ilih- 
ieatHHWollas tho l.^'eliest oily mi the 
Pacific coast. Ratepayers will have an 
bppuriunily to-day of ratifying tlieir de- 
cision in January last, when thoy olioao a 
mayor and couuciiiora for the express 
purpose of providing an improved water 
supply and a drainaye system. 



THE LOAN BY LA W. 

The Standard supporta the putting in of 
larger mains, and opposes tho reservoir 
system. This, to.p, on tho score of 
economy. 1 he laying of a second larger 
main would entail almost double tho ex- 
peu.Uiturt) proposed for the reservuira; it 
wbuld not force the water to the higher 
levels, nor provide the necessary protec- 
tion iigainst tire. .\ larger main would 
be as liable to breakage iis tho one now in 
use, and in this event the result would be 
disastrou.s in case of (ire. Previous to 
the lato Johnson street lire the water had 
been shut off for three nights in order to 
repair defects in the mains, and had been 
turned on for only lifteen niiiiiitea prior to 
tho fire breaking out. There is also tho 
probability of tho mains becoming 
n!a!icio'j>'ly damaged. In audi a case tho 
resurvoirs would contain a aufliciont aupply 
to allow of such damage being repaired 
without inconvenience to citizens- There 
are many reasons in favor of the reservoir 
system, and few f(jr that of an en- 
larged or additional main. As it is 
we are supplied with poorly filtered water 
—the reservoirs will allow of its proper 
filtration; thorn is an inaiiHioiont aupply — 
the reservoira will meet all demands that 
may be made upon them. With regard 
to the indebtedness that tho cost will on 
tail, llio extending of the service in and 
out of the city limits will bring suUicieiil 
revenue tu meet the interest and sinking 
fund, BO that there need be no fear of ad- 
diti(uial taxation. Should the bylaw un- 
fortunately auifer defeat, it aiinply means 
that services cannot bo extended in the 
city liniit.4, and fho.se at present connected 
outside tho city liniilH will have to be cut 
otf. We sincerely trust that property- 
owners will not bo so little alive to thoir 
own interests as tu vote against the 
measure, and thus prevent tho city from 
receiving tho henetit of a pure and sufli- 
oient aupply of water.

Our Defences— A Su;n;cstion Tor 
tlic Itrotliei'iiuotl. 

To Til K Eniroii: — With regard to the 
above, I ahould like to say a few word.s 
througli your columns. Mr. Eli llarri- 
aon, at the meeting at the town hall the 
other night, proposed that the i-ity >>e 
divided into sections, and everyone be 
enrolhd between 17 and 70. 1 siueerely 
trust and believe that a siilUeient niiint)er 
of men will enrol thcnaelvea to go to the 
front, if necessary, without iiaving to call 
upon men oi the latter age or men wiili 
largo families de|)ending upon them. 
There are, however, manj' ways in which 
tlieso men and others, in time of war, can 
ussist 'lioso who go to and eoine fioni the 
front. If tiie city wore ilividi'd into see 
tions I think there would bo ililiicully in 
many ir.ataiicea to find a "head," and a 
head there inuat be to organize matters. 
I believe most of tho men liure bulung t > 
one or other of the fraternities, of which, 
1 bel'ove, there are four five iii'this town. 
What I propose ia that coiiipaniea ho or- 
ganized amonyst the nieinliers of the dif- 
ferent fraternities, whether iirlmtl 
membei's of I lie dill'erent lodges here or 
not. That tho brotherhood form the 
nucleus{uf,the different companies. I see no 
reason why outsiders should not be al- 
lowed to join these companies either as 
ofiicers or rank and tile with tho sanction 
of tho brotherhood. That tlu! comiianies 
ahould bear tho name of the fraternity to 
which they belong, and wear a disi iiiguish- 
iii" badge, thereby creating a ciMtaiii 
amount of e»prit dt corps, one of the great 
iiiainatays of the British army from time 
immemorial. That tho chief otiieors of 
the dillerent lodges in town ahould kindly 
take tiio matter m hand aiul have tho en- 
rollment take place at their respective 
lodges. TTiat each company consist of 

00 men, and tllat when a certain luiiiiber 
have enrolled in each company they 
should ohooso their own ulKvera 
The choosing of oHieera is, 1 know, i 
thing of great dillieulty, parlienlaily 
amongst tlio.se who think tin m.sirlves as 
good , or rather better, than aiiyiuie el.si^ 
I, for one, alinuld l)e very sorry if tliere 
were no onu to whom 1 coukl look up to 
socially and morally and wIkjui L would 
be willing to follow. OIKcors choseu ought 
to bo men of a certain standing and who 
can bo respected in every way and in 
whom the men can place every eontidenee 
and if poasible ti man who has learned the 
art of obeying. Few men gam tho art uf 
being obeyed witlnuit having first learned 
the art of obeying; the one so re<|uiaiie 
in the othcer and tho other in the private. 

1 could say much moro on this siiiiject, 
only 1 ahould take up too iniieli i t your 
valuable apace. WIkmi a cert.-iin iiiioilier 
of compaiiiea have been f(o-Mieil, either i 
by one fraternity or by sevi^ral jnined in- 
j/otlier, a tiold-otlicer ought to iie i-imsc n, 
but with regard to this and ni.iny i ther 
thiugs I nm sure the U. A. Ueneral i>f this 
district will willingly give his advice and 
aasiatance, ho having been placed by the 
Dominion government in coinniarid of tlie 
military foreea here. 1 do not see that 
anytliint; i have proposed need inlorfere 
with the jjatriotic otl'era of Mr ("roas - 
dailo and Mr. Bonsoii to raise |)ri\ate 
companies here and in New Westminster, 
or with any motion passed at the la'e 
meeting. The iiatriotic fund will be as 
much required whether the city he di 
vided into aectiona or whether the diller 
ent brotherhoods undertake the or^iaiiii! i 
tiun of tho companies, and the assislaiice 
of the ladies will still be required; ihey, 

1 am glad to hear, are already coming i>i 
the front. Tho arms, etc , of the com - 
panios might be ke[)t, if nece.ssary, at the 
ditlerent lodgerooma. 

1 hope the other papers may take notici! 
of ihia letter and make a fair criticism of 
it, and if any of your readers or their- 
caii propose any better or mm'o pi'|jiil,u- 
mode of organizing the eoniiiaiiies re 
quired, 1 shall bo glad to hear then sii^; - 
gestioiis. Whether there will bo war or 
not it is iinpoMsible to say; but 1 do say 
that something practical ought to be doiif, 
and done quickly. If war he not do 
dared now, it may be in a year or so, and 
the foundation of whatever is done n.'« 
ought to be kept up. i am roady to !,'ive 
any assiitanco I can, and bo;,> in reioam 
"A liiioi iii;ii" .•\.

Gk.ntlkmk.n';— llaviiif; been invited by 
you to consider the achenie propuaud by 
Mr. Hendry, the suporiutcnduijt and en- 
gineer of the Water Works of tliia city, 
or to 8U(i;gesl any altoruative acheiiio for 
8upplyin}{ water to tho inhabitants of thu 
higher lovols, we havo to report that we 
havo carefully examined into the plans 
prup.ired by Mr. Hendry, which are 
b&saed upon those adopted by eminent 
engineers and successfully worked at 
Brighton and Aberdeen in Great Britain, 
and have chocked generally the figures 
ombodiod in hia report, aiid tho details of 
tho Butiinates of tho cost of tho work and 
have found tho sanio tu be subatantially 
correct. Wo neud not reitcrato all tho 
figures givan by Mr. Haiidry in his report 
dated March '2'2., 1880, or tho argumenta 
adduced by him to show tlio iieccsaity 
which nxiats from undertaking this work, 
but wo feol it to bu our duty to cmphnaizu 
that portion of hia report which treats of 
tho danger to tho city which arises from 
thu fact that in the event of n fire occur- 
itii{ on a really largu scale, the present 
ay stem is quite inadequate- to supply tho 
water necessary for its extinction.

ENtJLAND. 

London, May 4:. — In the huuso refer- 
ring to the subject ot resumption of com- 
municatioDB in London between England 
and Russia, Gladstone said they- would bo 
much faoilitated by the more full and 
e.iaot knowledge which the governnieint 
now poaaessed of tho Ameer'g views since 
tho moeting between him and Earl Duf- 
ferin at Rawul Pindi and valuable topa- 
graphic information, which had since 
reached England. 

Tho Right Hon. Sir Chiirles Dilke, 
preaideiil of the local government board, 
.-iiinoiiiiced for the government that it was 
imperative in the iiilerest of the country 
that the limiae proceed at once with the 
vote of credit. A number of members 
at once put interrogatories to the govern- 
ment cuacerning the trustworthiness of 
reports, both of Gen. Sir Peter Luma- 
doii's and Gen. Komauffs. 

Ciladatone answered in detail, stating 
ill substance that thediapule of the Penj- 
ileh iiicKlenI had never been a ([Uestion 
of trial of any oUicer, but one which cun- 
ceriiud tho honor of ihii two governments 
involved in the .\1 a reh agreement. It was 
not in tho power of either party to this 
agreement to claim o.\clusivo right of 
inlerprotiitioii; the sp'oiiker believed the 
agreement would bo found siithciontly 
□I ear. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, the young 
conservative leader, now arose and 
launched into a savage assault on the 
govornmenL Tho argument just made 
on behalf of the governmont was a ter- 
rible pioco of uowh for those anxious for 
tho safety of the Indian empire. "The 
governnieni," cried his lordship, liavo 
made a base, eowurdly aurruiider of every 
point at is.siie to li,u-isia. I greatly fear 
ihiit aa a reault wo have lost India." 
Lord Randolph continuing said that he 
protested ag.diiat the conduct of tho gov- 
ernment in submitting a vole of credit un 
Monday last without giving tho slightest 
indication of their p dicy, and the exact 
point at issue with Ruasia. Tho latter, 
he continued, had boon for a long time 
broakiug the HgreeiHunt of 1873 with ro- 
spoct to Central Asia, lu regard to the 
Afghans Lord Churchill insisted that tho 
Russians long ago p.jaaed the boundary 
which they had proniiaad to respect as 
tho rightful frontier line of the Amoor'a 
dominion. In l.'tS- a series of pledgi^s 
were voluntarily given by Riiaaia concern, 
ing tho buiuiilary, and all of them had 
been deliberately broken. 

Mr. Honry Labouohure, radical, moved 
that tho vote of crudit bo reduced from 
1:55,000,000 to £3«,O00,O0O. 

Tho motion was rejected by 79 to '29. 
The majority included tlie conservative 
lenders. The Parmdhtes voted with tho 
minority. 

Tho speaker then put the main ques- 
tion, the voto of credit of iy)6,000,000. 

Sovornl members queatiniiod Gladstone, 
but failed to elicit any further infurmu- 
tiou. 

Sir l{andolpli Churchill said he feared 
that when tlieiiewa should beccuno known 
in India England would lose all respect, 
sympathy and loyalty of tho natives. Uu 
declared the history of Russia's negotia- 
tions wilh England ivas a record of 
treiioliery, fraud and falsehood, liornem- 
herin|{ the action of tho government in 
the present matter and the useless sncri- 
lioos in the Soudan, it was impossible to 
rupoaa tho slightest cnnfidonce in the gov- 
ernment) and it was farcical to aci|uiesce 
in the present vote. He implored tho 
ministers who wore dealing with the 
present crisis to reuinmber the past por- 
fuiy of Russia and their duty to England 
and India. (Ljoiid clieera.) 

(iladatoiie said tliiu'e had been no 
change in llie ijovernmeiit policy since 
,\L"ii<la,y lasl,wlien the houae unanimously 
voled 111 favor of the credit. Tho gov- 
eriiinunt were trying t.i ohiaiii a definite 
liusso-Afgliaii frontier and he trusted 
they would succeed. At present there 
was no frontier in existence enabling one 
power to call another tu account for pass- 
ing a forbidden line. He contended 
that if papers when published showed 
that tho Amejir did not desire an 
advanced frontier, England had no 
right to force it on him. In Mr. 
(Ihidatono'a judgment any appearance 
of hesitation in agreeing to the credit 
would be a serious [lublic evil.

unable to commence any military en 
ter])rise. The whole notion of the Brit- 
ish army is that of one which can ti;;lil 
successfnilv in small divisions, which 
will pliiiigi> among a hostile people with 
fen thousand men, which will be, as it 
were, in thre<! places at once, and any 
si'iiarate section of which will on occa 
sion resolve itself into a forlorn hope. 
Take away those assumptions, iissuiiip- 
tioiis.'is vet amply justilied by our liis- 
torv, and only t wo allermu i ves l emaiii 
— till' eonscrinl ion which the bi i teie,.,| 
critics know to be on! of the (pieslion; 
and a concentration of strength an.l ef- 
forts upon a few spoi.s, which those 
I. ritios denounce as a policy of sli inie. 
The journalist who cries for a >.'an isnn 
for Herat — live hundred miles iinin 
our border — cries also that Wolselev 
did not keej> himself supplii'd with a
